Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed August 20, 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document;

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 ,56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US20010009250A1 to Herman et al in view of US20020149136A1 to Baird et aL 
Herman et al describe ultrafast pulse laser machining of transparent work such as 
etching, cutting, or machining. Baird et al describe (e.g., claims 1 and 2) well known 
overlapping of spot areas in a laser ablative microstructure patterning process. The use 
of overlapping spot areas in the Herman et al machining process would have been 
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obvious at the time applicant's Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In 
the art because the spot pattern provides a well defined crack propagation pattern. 

Claim 3 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US20010009250A1 to Herman et al in view of US20020149136A1 to Baird et al as 
applied to claimi above, and further in view of US20030053219A1 to Manzi. Manzi 
describe (claim 2) delivering laser energy to plural depths in a cutting process and the 
use of plural depths in the materials described above (Herman et al in view of Baird et 
al) would have been obvious at the time applicant's Invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill In the art because the plural depths provide a well defined cut 
propogation feature. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US20010009250A1 to Herman et al in view of US20020149136A1 to Baird et al as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of USPN 3,773,404 to Moore and in view 
of USPN 5,406,042 to Engelfriet et al. The use of lenses of different focal lengths and 
an X-Y table are disclosed by Moore. The use of multiple lenses for marking an object 
are disclosed by Engelfriet et al. The use of these well known system components in 
aultrafast laser machining apparatus would have been obvious at the time applicant's 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the components 
provide system adaptation to various work components. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art pertains to laser cutting and etching and to multi- 
component laser systems.
